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(57) Abstract: A second fin 27 is 
disposed outside a refrigerant passing 
body 2 positioned at one side end of a 
heat exchange core 4 where a refrigerant 
inlet 14 and a refrigerant outlet 15 are 
provided. A side plate 26 is disposed 
externally of the second fin 27. The 
second fin 27 and the side plate 26 have 
respective upper ends so positioned as 
to permit an upper portion outer surface 
of the refrigerant passing body 2 to be 
exposed. A refrigerant inflow member 
16 and a refrigerant outflow member 17 
are arranged on the refrigerant passing 
body 2 at an external portion thereof 
above the second fin 27 and the side 
plate 26, and the inflow member 16 
is connected to the inlet 14, and the 
outflow member 17 is connected to the 
outlet 15. The inflow member 16 and 
the outflow member 17 have respective 
outer side faces positioned within an 
upward extension of the plane of outer 
side face of the side plate 26 or inwardly 
of the extension. The evaporator 1 can 
be housed in a case C without leaving 
any useless space therein, and the case 
C can therefore be made smaller in size. 
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
